Concerning the German blockade 4 
report from Amsterdam says: 
periods of grace for neutral ships en 
tering the zones 4s. prohibjted by Gev- 
many, have now expired, according tu 
a Berlin official statement receivea, 
here, ‘he statement says that fii 
munity ceased in respect o the Atlan- 
tie and English Channel zones on th 
alght of February 12, for the Nérth 
Sea zone on February 6, and for the 
Mediterranean zone on February 19, 
It continues: ‘From now on, there-: 
fore, in ail prohibited zones the warn-. 
ing which has been issued is in fun 
force, and shipping can nd longer ex- 
pect individual warning. — Vessels 
whieh enter the prohibited areas do so 
with a full knowledge of the dange:s 
tireatening them and their crews. It 
is expressly stated that . all iews 
spread from enemy sources about any 
vorpedoing’ of neutral ships without 
previous warning, before the dates 
mentioned for the varjous prohibited 
ateas, is incorrect.

Fourteen Foreigners Ask for 
One---If They Make Their 
Deposit Course Will Run 

Sixteen Weeks 


A special meeting of the school 
beard. was held jast Monday evening 
for the purpose of discussing the ad- 
visability of commencing a night 
school for the convenience of foreign- 
ers who are in town and are desirous 
of learning the English language, 

After going into the question it was 
decided that, provided each person 
wishing to attend deposit $7.00 in ad- 
vance a sixteen weeks course be com- 
menced, The course Will consist of 
two hours ‘each night and two nights 
a week for.this period. 

Provided there arc a sufficient num- 
ber signify their willingness to com- 
ply with these requirements it -is the 
intention to openthe night school 
next Monday evening. " 

The amount stipulated for the ini- 
tial fee is to cover the whole expense 
of conducting the school for this pur- 
pose, except the extra expense of 
heating and lighting the sehool.

COST OF BAD ROADS. 

A company in Stanislaus 
county, California,' that buys 
skimmed milk from the farmer 
has demonstrated to, the rural 
residents in an emphatic man- 
ner the value of good roads to 
them. This company sends 
trucks directly to the farms to 
collect, the skimmed milk, but it 
pays higher prices to farmers 
living on good roads than on bad 
roads. On poor roads the com- 
pany pays 1714 cents .per 100 
ponds, but on goods. it pays 20 
cents. Of course, the farmer 
always has been paying this tax 
on every hundred pounds he 
hauled over bad roads and he 
has been relieved of it on every 
hundred pounds he had hauled 
over good roads, but that fact 


has not been brought to his no- 
tice as in the case cited. 


Of course we know that all 
farmers want good roads - and 
we also know ‘hat they cannot 
be secured simply for the’ asking. 
|But this is such an important 
matter for the successful and 
economic handling of his year’s 
labors ‘that farmers should co- 
operate in every district in an 
Diescor to secure the best: pos-

SENSIBLE SPRING-RICE 


Ambassador Knew United States Well 
—-Was Rooseveit’s Friend. 


F. Cunliffe Owen wrote in the New vt 


York Herald that Sir Cecil Spring 
Rice knows the American people bet- 
ter than any: foreign Minister who 
ever visited Washington, with the 
exception of Viscount Bryce. He re 
mained silent upon the war because 
he. knew, where American sympathies 
were, and he did not want~to ingult 
the American intelligence by support. 
ing a number of writers who were 
sent over to educate them, just as 
missionaries might be sent to the 
Esquimaux. Yet he was intimately 
in touch with American affairs. Mr, 
Owen added: “He knows most of the 
big men politically, artistically, ang 
financially, in the United States. He 
meets them at dinner; he has lunch 
with them, or a long chat in the eve» 
ing. His country is not suffering at 
all from its Ambassador's failure te 
be on good terms with the most ip 
fluential Americans. 

“It might be remarked that Sig 
Gecil Spring-Rice is on particularly 
good ternis with Roosevelt. Indeed, 
when the Colonel was married in 
London he was the best man af the 
ceremony, He had also something 
to do with setting the stage for the 
great scene in which Roosevelt, then 
President of the United Siatea 
brought the represéntatives of Russia 
and Japan together and ended the 
war. At that time Spring-Rice was 
counsellor of the British Embassy at 
Petrograd. He was summoned to 
Berlin, where he had an interview 
with the Kaiser. Returning to Lon- 
don he saw Lord Lansdowne and tha 
late King Edward, Then secretly he
